Nation Has Already Spent 
S44.000.000 On War Effort. 
It Is Revealed

production experts are planning to 
double production until it reaches 
a rate of more than $7,000.000.000 a 
m onth in 1943. it was learned Wed­ 
nesday as two government surveys 
disclosed

nation already

spent $44,000.000 000 on the w ar. in­ 
cluding 
money 
for 
6 300.000.000 
pounds of food 
for 
the 
United 
Nations. 
The War Production Board re­ 
ported that war expenditures of the 
United States totaled $5.182.000.000 
in August.* That was at a rate of 
$199,300.000 a day. or $8.300,000 an 
hour. 
However, much of the money 
represented cash spent for plant ex­ 
pansions and other work and the 
figures do not reflect actual pro­ 
duction. 
Government planners 
predicted 
that the peak in actual production 
will be reached late next year, and 
they have compiled figures showing 
that average expenditures will 
be 
more than $7.000.000.000 a month, or 
more than $84.000,000.000 in 1943. 
The WPB. in its report, said th at 
expenditures since July 1. 1940 u n ­ 
til Hie end of August totalled $44 - 
741.000.000. 
Disbursements for 'he 
rem ainder of the year may totai 
more than $24.000,000.000. 
As a resuiut, the war effort may 
cost the country more than $152,- 
000,000.000 by January 1, 1944
